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An Efiay towards a new Theory of Phy- 
fick, in a Difcourfe read before the 
Grubaan Society, by Ephraim Quibus, 
M. D.

SAEING very fenfible of the 
2 Bi) great honour you have late- 
#4) 6ly conferred upon me, in 
fe} admitting me a member of 
this Society: I think my 
felf obliged to endeavour to 
fhew that I am not alto 
gether unworthy of the 
place you have allotted me 
amongft you. I flatter my 
felf that I fhall be able todo 
this by difcourfing after a new manner, on a fubjed 
of the higheft importance ; the health and fafety of Man- 
kind. I am about ta propofe a Theory of Phyfick, dif- 
ferent from all, whic have been male 9 invented : 2 
Theory not depending upon precarious Réafonings, bur 
Supported by a great number of curious and exact Ob- 
fervations. 

In the firft place, I lay down this univerfal Propofi- 
tion, that all Difeafes whatfoever owe their Origin to 
AnimMatcuLes. This wil] feem no very furprifing Do- 
Gtrine, to thofe, who are already convinced, as indeed 
moft are, that each animated body was once con‘ained 
in one of thofe Animalcules, which the fagacious Lew 
enhoeck firft difcovered in the /emen mae: Ir is 
certain, that not only this, but all the other Fluids what- 
foever contain a great variety of Animalcules, of dif- 
ferent forms, which inhabit each Fluid, as their proper 
Element. There are very few, who have not had the 
pleafure of feeing thofe in Vinegar and Pepper water ; 
and thofe who are fufficiently curious and diligent, may 
fee other minute Creatures even in thofe pure and un- 
mixt Fluids. Now I only defire it may be confidered, 
that there are many, various Fluids fecreted in every Ani- 
mal body, and it being granted that each of thefe Fluids 
has fveral proper Inhabitants ; it will neceflarily follow 
that there muft be an almoft infinite Number of various 
Animalcules in all fuch Bodies. Hence, it will be eafy 
to underftand, that various Difeafes may arife. Thus, if 
we receive any Aliment into our ftomachs, which is of 
a deftruétive nature to thofe Animalcules, which inha- 
bit the proper Fluid contained therein, it is eafy to com- 
prehend that the confequences will be various, accord- 
ing to the different effects of this invafion on the con- 
ftitution of the Animalcules, If they are able to give 
fufficient refiftance to thofe violent attacks, and over- 
come them ; we are fenfible of fome diflurbance in our 
ftomachs, but the peccant humour being thrown off, is 
carried dovrn thro’ the Inteftines, and fo the diforder is 
ended, On the other fide, if the Animalcules are not 
able to fuftain the Attack, but fink under it: a number 
of their Carcafles, lying dead at once, will caufe an un- 
eafy and dangzrous putrefaction in the ftomsch. And if 
the admitted Food be of fuch a nature as to occafion 
ftreng convulfions in them, this effect muft have a fe- 
condary one on the ftomach, and cauiing a tender mo- 
tion in its Fibres, oblige it to throw up and difcharge 
the offending matter and the Animalcules together. Nor 
will this diforder ceafe, till its caufe be removed. Nor 
will the ftomach even then perform its offices juftly, 
till a fufficiert fupply of new Animalcules be genera- 
ted, to reftore it to its natural ftate. And hence appears 
the neceflity of admini&tring an Emetick in thefe difor- 
Hers of the ftomach : which by vellicating its fibres will 
oblige it to throw up the contending parties; betore 
the whole conftitution fuffer by fo dangerous a con- 
flict. After the operation of the Emetick, we ufually 
z¢-ninifter an Opiate, which generally puts an end to the 
diforder, Whether this be effected by any power thole 
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Midicines have of taking off the uneafy vellicaions of 
the Fibres : or whether they have a property of invi- 
gorating the furviving Animalcules: or whether Opi- 
um may not even contain fome Eggs of the fame Ani- 
malcules, feems not altogether unworthy of our In- 


ury. 

Shou'd I explain every Difeafe, according to my Hy- 
pothefis; it would take up much more time, than we 
allot for our meetings. 1 fhall content my felf there- 
fore to {peak only of fome few at prefent; and referve 
the others for fome future Opportunities. I have found, 
in obferving human blood on the Microfcope, that there 
is one particular Animaicu'e, amongft many others, which 
is not very much unlike the Sea tortoiie in fhape. This, 
I am perfuaded, is the general caufe of Fevers. Ir is 
not improbable, that this Creature is more proiifick in 
fome feafons and conftirutions, tham in others. When 
it happens that great numbers of theie are generated, 
the, veflels are diftended, and the Animalcules prefling 
cach other caufe a greater motion in the blood. and con- 
fequently a quicker and ftronger contraétion of the Ar- 
teries. The bodies of thefe Creatures being very broad, 
and their heads {mail, they frequently attempt to pais 
thro’ fome minute veflels, which cannot admit them. 
This accident ftops others that follow them; and more 
continually following, without being able to proceed ; 
a dangerous obftruction is neceffarily made, great num- 
bers of the Creatures choaked, and the life of the pati- 
ent in the utmoft danger. Now, if by proper medi- 
cines we can caufe any of the Giands lying near thede 
obftruétions to dilate fo far as to admit a large quantity 
thro’ them, there 1s hope that the difeafe may be remo- 
ved. If the Glands of the skio are thus affected, great 
fhoals of the Animalcules are thrown off io a profufe 
{weat; if thofe of the Inteftines, by ftool ; and if the 
Kidneys, they come away by urine. Give me leave to 
add, that the Sediment of the urine is nothing elfe but 
hefe Animaicules dead in great numbers, which fink to 
the bottom of that Fluid: as will appear by examisiog 
them on a good Microfcope. 

I have obferved another Animalcule to be very fre- 
quent in human blood, which very much refembles a 
Lobfter. This no douht is the caute of the fcurvy. For, 
when it is driven towards the furface of the Body, along 
with the matter, fitted for perf{piration, it lays hold on 
the veffels with its claws, and caufes thofe uneafy irri- 
tations in the Skin, of which perfons fubjeét to that 
diftemper are apt to complain. 

I could eafily account tor all the fymptoms of every 
Difeafe, if the time would admit of it : and could thew 
how even our thoughts depend on varioufly figured Ani- 
malcules. So that when we fpeak of Magvots in the 
Brain, we ufea more literal expreffion than we generally 
imagine. I fhall beg leave to take enother opportuniry 
of difcourfing before you on the application of this Theo- 
ty to Praétife: and endeavour to lay down a mott cer- 
tain Method of curing all Dileafes whatfoever, by avae 
rious treatment of the/e troublefome Inmates,

Our Correfpondent proceeds here to communicate the 
name of the Plant, and give a learned defcription of it ; 
But our Society were unanimous in their opinion, that 
the name of fo pernicious a Plant ought to be fup- 
prefs’d. And the learned Mr. Profeffor Hecatom) thought 
it not improbable, that a Plant, which had a power of 
making adumb woman fpeak, might augment that Fa- 
culty ia fome others tofuch a degree, as to become very 





deltructive to the eace of Society. He adued that he was 
of opinion, chat as much care ought to be taken in de« 
Rroying this plant, as was formeriy applied to the extir- 
pation of wolves. Dr. Quinus, on this occation, in« 
formed the Society, that he had dilcovered fome Glands 
in the tongue, which feparated an oily liquor, incapable 
of mixing with the nervous Fluid: that this liquor was 
full of little nimble Animalcules, on which he judged the 
volubility of fpeech to depend. He added, that he did 
not doubt, but that the Plant, of which the Lady had 
eat fo plentifully, contained a large quantity of only, lu- 
bricating particles, which were capable of reftoring the 
before mentioned Glands, to their wonted tone and ufe.
